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Wroxton is a charming little country Tillage, situated 
three miles to the north-west of Banbury, which possesses 
a 14th century church containing much to interest the 
tourist. In the vicinity was formerly Wroxton Priory, 
an old foundation on the site of which is now Wroxton 
Abbey, the seat of Lord North, J.P. 
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
